BHNC Board 
Deliberates, Votes 
Yes on H, No on J, for 
Kids in Holly Park and 
Against 67 Route 
Change

At their first meeting of 2004, the 
Board of Directors of the Bernal 
Heights Neighborhood Center voted 
on January 29th to oppose proposed 
local plans to to turn the ball field 
atop Holly Park into a leash-free 
dog-run (see related story on page 
7) and change the route of the 67 
MUNI bus line (see related Precita 
Valley Neighbors story, page 6). 

The BHNC Board also voted to sup¬ 
port a March ballot proposition cre¬ 
ating a fund of $60 million for San 
Francisco public schools and to 
oppose a proposition proposing to 
expedite development of "workforce 
housing" downtown and on the 
waterfront adjacent to Potrero Hill. 

Great Schools for a Great City 

Proposition H, the Great Schools for 
a Great City charter amendment, is 
an amendment to the City charter 
that will require the City to fund uni¬ 
versal preschool for all'four year-old 
residents; restore the arts, music, 


athletics and physical education pro¬ 
grams; provide for nurses, social 
workers and librarians in our 
schools; and provide increases to 
teachers salaries. These funds will be 
phased in over five years, beginning 
in 2005. By creating this Public 
Education Fund, supporters of 
Proposition H hope to buffer the 
City's schools from the vicissitudes of 
state and federal funding. 

Proposition H was written and spon¬ 
sored by Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
and was voted onto the ballot by the 
Board of Supervisors by a vote of 9 - 
2. Mayor Newsom, Assemblyman 
Mark Leno, and all the members of 
the Board of Education are on record 
in support of this measure. 

According to the Proposition H web 
site (www.yesonh.com) the Great 
Schools for a Great City charter 
amendment will, at full phase-in: 

Allocate $700 per pupil to 
the schools - half the funds needed 
to bring San Francisco schools up to 
the average ' 

Guarantee $20 million annu¬ 
ally for arts, music, sports and physi¬ 
cal education and librarians 

$20 million annually to the 
San Francisco First Five Commission 
for universal preschool for ALL four- 
year old City residents 

$20 million annually to sup¬ 


port the classrooms and teachers. 
Opponents to the proposed charter 
amendment, who include Supervisor 
Matt Gonzalez, have pointed out 
that dedicating monies from the 
General Fund will siphon funding 
from other areas, such as health 
care. 

"Workforce" Housing 

Proposition J, the "Workforce" 
Housing Initiative, is intended as a 
solution to the lack of opportunities 
for the middle-class to purchase 
homes in San Francisco. Prop J 
would create two "workforce housing 
communities", one downtown and 
one on the waterfront east of Potrero 
Hill, in which a percentage of units 
would be set aside for sale to house¬ 
holds making not more than 1 20 % 
of the median income. In exchange 
for developing these lower than mar¬ 
ket rate units, developers would 
receive height and density bonuses 
and are guaranteed expedited per¬ 
mit processes and blanket environ¬ 
mental review for the entire "work¬ 
force" community area. The initia¬ 
tive was placed on the ballot through 
the collection of 17,000 signatures 
of SF registered voters, after a reso¬ 
lution sponsored by then-Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom failed to garner a 


majority of the Board of Supervisors. 
There are a lot of diverse groups and 
individuals opposing Proposition J, 
including the Coalition of San 
Francisco Neighborhood 
Associations, the Council of 
Community Housing Organizations, 
and Supervisors Ammiano, 

Gonzalez, Maxwell, Daly, Peskin, 
McGoldrick, and Hall. 

Critics of Proposition J point out that 
Prop J defines "workforce" as those 
making $77,000 a year for an indi¬ 
vidual, $110,000 a year for a family 
of four, placing these units beyond 
the reach of 90% of those currently 
working in the San Francisco. They 
note that there are no incentives for 
creating much needed family-sized 
units for working families. 

Opponents also criticize Prop J's 
expedited permit process, in which 
"workforce" developments would 
jump to the head of the queue at the 
Planning Department, creating 
delays in other affordable housing 
developments. 

Residents in neighborhoods affected 
by Prop J have complained that they 
were not consulted in the creation of 
Prop J, and that it would throw out 
years of work by the City's Better 
Neighborhoods program to carefully 
rezone and strengthen the historic 
eastern neighborhoods of the City.

Bernal Hill Renovation 
Breaks Ground

Supervisor Tom Ammiano and o host of 
local luminaries broke ground on 
Friday, January 30th, on a long-await¬ 
ed and exciting renovation of Bernal 
Heights Park. Known informally to 
locals as Bernal Hill, this is a 24 acre 
parcel bounded by Bernal Heights 
Boulevard, offering 360 degree 
panoramic views of the Bay Area. 


Encompassing a large grassy natural 
area, as well as walkways, the park is 
a designated off-leash area for dog 
walkers. 

Planning for this project was spear¬ 
headed almost 5 years ago by Precita 
Valley Neighbors, in response to dog 
walkers concerns about the quality 
of the facility. 

John Thomas, landscape architect for 
the project, rose to the challenge 


of preserving a rare spot of urban 
wilderness or wildness. " It's not a 
green park, its rocky soils, geology and 
topography set it apart from most other 
Recreation and Park facilities," said 
Thomas, who strove to emphasize this 
unique identity, while eliminating the 
haphazard earlier additions that 
clashed with its rustic natural character. 

The current renovation, to be completed 
by April 2004, is focused on the north 
side. Unsightly concrete barriers and 
guard rails are being replaced by natu¬ 
ral boulders at the entrance and along 
Bernal Heights Boulevard. In addition to 
•repaving a portion of the roadway, the 
crosswalk will be moved, and the park¬ 
ing area rebuilt for greater safety. There 
will be a new gate, signage, communi¬ 
ty bulletin board, trash receptacles and 
doggy bag dispenser, giving it the feel 
of a park rather than abandoned land. 
Eleven new benches with stone wing- 
walls will be placed at vista points 
along the main park walk. 

The work on the south side wi II be 
incorporated into DPWs 
Banks/Chapman Street improvement 
project which will begin in late 2004. 
Those improvements will include a new 
gate, signage, community bulletin 
board, trash receptacles, doggy bag 
dispenser, drinking fountain, road bul- 
bouts with native tree plantings, and 
benches with stone wingwalls. The natu¬ 


ral area will continue as is.

Lifeline rates and special free services 

SF Environment staff report, 

San Francisco has a world-class recycling program, and pioneers ways to take 
care of potentially hazardous household discards like automobile oil, latex 
paint, solvents, and cleaners. Our "Fantastic Three" three-cart curbside recy¬ 
cling program, which we're rolling out across the City, has increased recycling 
by an average of 90 percent on each new route. We also have folks that will 
come right to your home to pick up toxic household products. The service is 
free for common items like latex paint and automotive oil, but for cleaning 
products, pesticides, oil-based paint and other items there's a small charge. 

However, at SF Environment we want all San Franciscans to have access to 
these programs, and we won't let income, age, or health get in the way. 

That's why we work with Sunset Scavenger and Golden Gate Disposal & 
Recycling to offer deep discounts for recycling and garbage collection to low- 
income residents. And when it comes to senior citizens and the housebound, 
we will pick up all types of hazardous waste materials for free. 

Lifeline rates for recycling services 

In San Francisco, low-income households may be eligible for a 25 percent dis¬ 
count on basic collection services. 

The discounted or "Lifeline" rates are based on once-a-week collection, the 
standard residential service. The Lifeline Rates for garbage are $13.94 a 
month for households using a 32-gallon can, and $10.73 per month for 
households currently using the 20-gallon can. All households receive the same 
the same high-quality garbage and recycling collection service regardless of 
the rate they pay. 

If you already participate in PG&E's CARE program for reduced gas and elec¬ 
tricity rates you will qualify for Lifeline garbage and recycling rates. 

Generally, if your household's gross annual income is under $19,000 for an 
individual or couple, or $27,000 for a family of four, you can take advantage 
of Lifeline.

El consejo del BHNC vota Sí en la

El día 29 de enero, en su primera 
reunión del año 2004, el Consejo de 
Directores del BHNC votó a favor de la 
proposición de ley que crearía un 
fondo de $60 millones para las escue¬ 
las públicas de San Francisco, y votó en 
contra de la aceleración de la creación 
del "Alojamiento para la fuerza labo¬ 
ral" (workforce housing) en el centro de 
la ciudad y en los muelles contiguos a 
Potrero Hill. El Consejo también votó 
en contra de los planes locales prop¬ 
uestos que cambiarían el itinerario de 
la línea de bus 67 MUÑI (vea el 
artículo sobre los Vecinos de Precita 
Valley, página X) y convertirían la can¬ 
cha de Holly Park en una área para 
perros. 

La Prop H, una enmienda al reglamento 
llamada Escuelas Estupendas Para una 
Ciudad Estupenda, es una enmienda al 
reglamento de la Ciudad que requerirá 
que la Ciudad 1) financie el pre-kinder 
para todos los niños de cuatro años 
viviendo en la ciudad; 2) restore las 
artes, la música, el atletismo y los pro¬ 
gramas de deportes; 3) provee para los 
infermeros, los trabajadores sociales y 
los bibliotecarios; 4) aumente el sueldo 
de los maestros. Estos fondos se darán 
sobre unos cinco años, empezando en 
el año 2005. Al apoyar este Fondo 
para la Educación Pública, los que 
están a favor de la Prop H esperan pro¬ 
teger las escuelas de las ¡ncertidumbres 
que afectan los fondos estatales y fed¬ 
erales. La Prop H fue escrita por el 
Supervisor Torn Ammiano, y los super¬ 
visores votaron para incluirla en la 
papeleta con un voto de 9-2. El Señor 
Alcalde Gavin Newsom, el miembro de 
la Asamblea Mark Leño, y todos los 
miembros del Consejo sobre la 
Educación apoyan oficialmente esta 
posición. 

Según la página web de Prop H 
(www.yesonh.com) la enmienda al 
reglamento llamada Escuelas 
Estupendas Para una Ciudad Estupenda 
hará possible lo siguiente:' 

Distribuir $700 por niño a las

Los que se oponen a la enmienda al 
reglamento, tales como el Supervisor 
Matt Gonzalez, dicen que el agarrar 
dinero del Fondo General causará que 
se quite dinero de otras areas, por 
ejemplo del área de la salud. 

Alojamiento para la fuerza laboral 

La Proposición J, la Iniciativa sobre el 
Alojamiento para la fuerza laboral 
(Workforce Housing), es presentada 
como una solución a la falta de oportu¬ 
nidades para las personas de clase 
media que quieren comprar una casa 
en San Francisco. La Prop J crearía 
dos "comunidades para la fuerza labo¬ 
ral", una en el centro y otra en los 
muelles al este de Potrero Hill, y un 
cierto porcentaje de las viviendas 
estarían apartadas para ser vendidas a 
personas que ganan un máximo de 
120% del ingreso medio. A cambio de 
construir estas viviendas a costo más 
bajo que el promedio en el mercado, 
los que construyen estas casas 
recibirían bonos de altura y de densi¬ 
dad y se les garantizaría la aceleración 
del proceso de obtención del permiso 
de construcción. También se les haría 
el control ambiental para la totalidad 
del área de la comunidad de fuerza 
laboral. La iniciativa fue puesta en la 
papeleta gracias a la recolección de 
17,000 firmas de personas registradas 
para votar en San Francisco, después 
de que una resolución patrozinada por 
el anteriormente Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom fracasó en su intento de 
obtener una mayoría en el Consejo de 
los Supervisores. 

Hay diversos grupos e individuales que 
se oponen a la Proposición J, incluyen¬ 
do a la Coalición de Asociaciones de 
Vencindarios de San Francisco, la Junta 
de Organizaciones Comunitarias para 
el Alojamiento, y los Supervisores 
Ammiano, Gonzalez, Maxwell, Daly, 
Peskin, McGoldrick y Hall. 

Los que se oponen a la Prop J dicen 
que según esta proposición, la "ferza 
laboral" se refiere a los que ganan 
$77,000 al año para las personas indi¬ 
viduales y $110,000 al año para una 
familia de cuatro, lo cual pone estas 
viviendas fuera del alcance de 90% de 
los trabajadores de San Francisco. 
También mostran que no hay incentivos 
para la creación de viviendas de 
tamaño familiar para la familias traba¬ 
jadoras, algo muy necesario en San 
Francisco. También critican el hecho de 
que la Prop J acelera el proceso de 


obtención del permiso de construcción,' 
lo cual significa que las construcciones 
para la "fuerza laboral" tomarían el 
primer lugar en la cola en el 
Departamento de Planificación, y 
entonces causaría retrazos en los desar¬ 
rollos de alojamiento. 

Las personas residiendo en los vecin¬ 
darios afectados por la Prop J se han 
quejado de que no se les consultó 
durante la creación de la Prop J, y que 
se hecharían a perder años de esfuer¬ 
zos por parte del programa de 
Vecindarios Mejores para cambiar 
cuidadosamente el uso del terreno y 
fortalecer los vecindarios históricos del 
este de la ciudad. Sienten que la Prop 
J esposaría la Comisión de 
Planificación en su abilidad de revisar 
proyectos y forzaría a los comisioneros 
a aprobar proyectos para la "fuerza 
laboral" tales cuales. También sienten 
que la Prop J establece un precedente 
peligroso y abre la puerta para que los 
jefes de construcción busquen cambios 
parecidos sin un proceso.de 
aprobación pública en toda la ciudad.

BHNC launches bold new website

Friends, clients, neighbors and staff of the Bernal Heights Neighborhood Center 
now have one more reason to go web-surfing, thanks to the launch of the new 
BHNC website. The site, which can be found at www.bhnc.org, is the result of a 
collaboration with students at San Francisco State University. 

Visitors to the dramatic new site will be able to learn about each of the programs 
run by the Center, as well as keep up-to-date with community meetings, view 
employment opportunities and become a member of the BHNC. 

The origins of the new website project lie in a United Way and IBM program called 
"Teaming for Technology." The BHNC was invited to work with local non-profit tech¬ 
nology organization Compumentor to help develop the Center's technology capaci¬ 
ty. As a result of this partnership, Compumentor's Greg Beuthin was able to connect 
the Center with SFSU's web design intensive program. SFSU student Raymond 
Barbour developed the project. After an initial development phase, three designs 
were presented, the best of which was selected by BHNC staff for use in the final 
website. 

Compumentor also played an important role in the implementation of the site. One 
of their primary programs connects technology professionals with non-profit organi¬ 
zations, and BHNC took advantage of this to make it easier to keep the site up-to- 
date. 


"Through the Teaming for Technology project, we were able to offer the BHNC an 
enormous amount of technology support, from hands-on tech-help to website volun¬ 
teers," commented Compumentor's Greg Beuthin. "It's a testament to the skill and 
talent of the staff at the BHNC that they were able to capitalize on every single 
thing we offered them." 


Plans are already underway for the addition of new features that will make the site 
even more user-friendly. These include a list of BHNC housing properties, an email 
inquiry form, an online membership application and a page dedicated entirely to 
Fiesta on the Hill, the annual Bernal Heights street fair.

They feel that Prop J handcuffs the 
Planning Commission's review over 
development projects, forcing the 
Commissioners to pass "workforce" 
projects "as-is", and that the proposi¬ 
tion sets a dangerous precedent, open¬ 
ing the door for developers to seek sim¬ 
ilar changes without public review 
throughout the city.

A public meeting has been sched¬ 
uled for Monday, February 23rd, at 
6:30 at the Bernal Heights Recreation 
Center (NOT the BHNC) behind the

The Board also voted to support the 
position of the Precita Valley Neighbors 
to maintain the present route of the 67

Development for Teachers 
to Improve their Teaching

This year, Leonard R. Flynn Elementary 
School was awarded a San Francisco 
Education Fund Grant of $7000 for 
teachers to have Guided Literacy 
Meetings once a month throughout the 
year. The award pays for teacher 
stipends, snacks, and professional books. 
The meetings are an opportunity for 
teachers to share their literacy practices 
with other teachers. Teachers demonstrate 


literacy elements and explain their think¬ 
ing and techniques to their colleagues. 
Other teachers have the opportunity to 
learn, ask questions, and offer suggestions 
to improve their teaching practice. Some 
teachers have brought in videos of lessons 
taught in their classrooms to share with 
colleagues. Interesting discussions ensue. 
The objective of the meetings is to improve 
teachers 1 practice in order to engage stu¬ 
dent learning and improve the student 
achievement. 

Another aspect to the meetings is reading 
professional books and discussing them. It 
is an opportunity to learn about the per¬ 
spectives of educational experts and how 
their ideas are applicable to L. R. Flynn.
